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RETROSPECT OF 1 
* Foreign Relations The past year has been 
a quiet one in China, so far as po- 
litics are concerned; and if we may 
trust the rumour that a satisfactory 
solution of the audience question is 
likely, the horizon seems clear. That 


will arise; and others, such as treaty re~ 
vision, seem to have been postponed by 
common consent, till this has beensettled. 
A despatch fromthe French Government 
(N-0. H.-Feb. 29), written on the 
eve of Chnng-how’s return, emphati- 
cally expressed the intention to de- 
mand this concession, and we have 
every reason to believe that other 
Powers have conveyed to the Chinese 
hints of a similar intention. We are 
glad to hope that this turning point 
in our relations will be safely passed. 









event as the Emperor's marriage and 
prospective assumption of power would 
be a signal for redoubling the intrigue 
which seems habitual in Oriental Courts ; 
and foreign politics would naturally 
furnish aloud party ery. It augurs well 
that the more enlightened party repre- 
sented by Prince Kung seems toretainin- 
fluence; and that Mr. Wadehassucceeded * 
in persuading the Prince to procure 
an edict (W.-C. H. March 28) recogni- 
sing the status of foreigners and claiming 
for them the consideration which native 
officials have too often been found 
loth to accord. The memorial did 
not speak so frankly as it should have 
done, but it wasastep in the right 
direction ; and we hope the Emperor 
will be induced to supplement it, on 
his accession, by a more emphatic ut- 
terance. 

The year has been happily free from 
collisions between Chinese and Foreign- 
ers ; nor have we heard of any renewal 
of the hostile accusations which caused 
0 much excitement in the two previous 
years. A persecution disgraceful to 
the officials, was inaugurated at Hang. 
chow against Chinese who had sold 
land to Protestant Missionaries ; but no 
attack on Foreigners themselves ensued, 
The Fantai lost a child by illness, in a 
house nearly opposite the Mission pre- 
mises. With Chinese superstition, he 
alleged that the proximity of the Mission 
was the cause, and used his influence to 
have itremoved. Notdaring to attack the 
foreigners, he instigated a cruel per- 
secution against the Chinese owners of 
the land. We have also to record an 
attack on two foreigners, Messrs, 
Farnham and Rohl, not far from Shang. 
hai, near the Kintoan beacon; but the 
outrage, though sufliciently grave, 
sprung from a purely local cause and 
had no political significance. The gen- 
tlemen in question were trying to 
recover a wrecked cargo of timber, 
when they were set upon by the villag- 
ers who had collected the spoil. The 
Taotai promptly punished the offenders, 
and made compensation for the stolen 
property. On the other hand Baron 
von Richthofen has prosecuted his tra- 
yels through several other provinces of 
China without inconvenience, beyond 
that caused by curiosity or occasional 
impertinence. 

The port of Kiungchow, in Hainan, 
which was declared open to Foreign 
trade by the Treaty of Tientsin, still 
remains closed, The privilege of settling 
there was claimed at the close of 








! We can well understand that such an 


1870, by an American citizen, Mr. O. 
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D. Williams; and the Peking Govern- 
ment admitted its obligation, on the re- 
presentations of the Foreign Ministers. 
The Viceroy of Canton demurred at 
first, but eventually acquiesced in the de- 
mand ; and an official party, comprising 
Customs and Consular representatives, 
went over to Kiungchow in the spring, 
to make the necessary preparations. Re- 
newed difficulties appear to have been 
raised by the Viceroy, and the unfor- 
tunate death of Mr. Williams pending 
their removal, seems to have led to a 
collapse of the project. For the pre- 
sent therefore Hainan is still closed, 
but persistent effort by an intending 
settler would no doubt soon lead to its 
opening. There was also a rumour, in 
the spring, that the Chinese purposed 
opening the port of Ichang on the Yang- 
tae to foreign trade; and the statement 
assumed such consistency that the 
S. 8. N. Company sent delegates to 
prospect for suitable premises for their 
business. The hope seems however to 
have siuco passed away, at any rate 
for the present, As bearing indirectly 
on the question of opening new ports, 
we find cause for congratulation in the 
formation of a purely Chinese Steamer 
Company, under the style and title of 
the “China Mercantile Steam Naviga- 
tion Company.” The vessels of this 
Company are, we believe, authorised to 
run only to the open ports, but we shall 
be surprised if this rule is long rigidly 
maintained, and look to their entry into 
other ports on the coast and Yangtze, 
as a probable step towards opening 
these to foreign ships. 

The more liberal interpretation of 
the Transit Due Clause admitted by 
the Chinese in 1870 seems to be main- 
tained, except in Kiangsi, where the 
authorities are traditionally obstructive. 
tis toboregretted thatthe Foreign mer- 
chants of Kiukiang have not contested 
this treaty right with more energy. In 
the case of bale goods, the validity of 
the pass is still recognised ; but other 
imports, such as Lead, Sugar, Sea- 
weed, are stopped, or squeezed, or con- 
fiseated. At Chinkeang, on the other 
hand, a dispute has arisen from an 
alleged overstraining of the treaty as 
regards exports. 

"We should mention, while on this 
subject, to the credit of H. B. M.'s 
then acting Consul, Mr. Alabaster, and 
of the incumbent Taotai of Shanghai, 
that a settlement of the long out- 
standing Nanzing claims was achieved, 
early in the year. Some original items, 
and the whole claim for interest, was 
foregone, but even a compromise of an 
apparently bad debt is gratifying; and 
the actual settlement is as creditable to 
the officials concerned as the previous 
delay was discreditable to Peking diplo- 
macy, which has so long had the affair 
fruitlessly in hand. Another Customs 
dispute which las been satisfactorily 
settled, is that regarding goods brought 
to Shanghai by steamers from Europe, 
for transhipment to Japan, and vice 
versd, Munitions of war are contra- 
band as an import into China, and the 





Shanghai Customs confiscated certain 
cases of arms, landed on a wharf at 
Hongkewfor transhipment ontoa Japan 
steamer. The consignees and their 
Consuls of course resisted the seizure. 
The matter was referred to Peking ; 
the goods released, and the right of 
transhipment in such cases, recognised. 

Points on which the Chinese have 
shown themselves less ready to meet 
the just expectations of Foreigners, 
have been Harbour conservation and 
the protection of the Telegraph Cable. 
The Woosung bar is as formidable an 
obstacle as ever to the entrance of the 
Hwangpoo, and we have still only an 
indistinct report that a dredger is 
“coming,” to encourage us. But it has 
been so many years on the journey that 
‘we find small consolation under present 
annoyances, in the vague prospect. 
Yet the conservation of a port which 
yields a Customs revenue of near a 
million sterling, cannot be a matter of 
indifference to a Government which 
draws this income. Anything in the 
shape of “communications” seems still 
to be a bugbear to Chinese manda- 
rins, They will not clear the channel 
for steamers, they will not hear of 
railroads; and they decline to pro- 
tect the telegraph cable against the 
depredations of Chinese fishermen. 
They plead official ignorance of its 
existence, and decline to treat 
their subjects who fish it up and 
cut out slices to sell for old metal, 
otherwise than as pilferers. Yet when, 
the other day, negociations occurred 
between Japan and China as to the 
emigrants on board the Maria Luz, no 
less personages than the Viceroys of 
Nanking and Kwantung used the Cable 
to arrange proceedings. The plea of 
the Shanghai magistrates is therefore 
an unfair subterfuge, for which they 
are perhaps not personally to blame, 
but the occasion for which their supe- 
riors should remove. Obviously, » few 
blows of the bamboo are an inadequate 
punishment for the offence of interrup- 
ting communication for days or weeks. 

‘We referred, in our last retrospect, 
to the inconvenience resulting from the 
want of a regular Chinese coinage, and 
to the monetary complications that oc- 
casionally result from the double cnr- 
reney with which we have to deal. 
We have, now, for the third time in 
the history of our intercourse with 
China, to force into circulation a 
new coin, which they regard with the 
habitual distrust of a people whose 
ideas of coinage are not associated 
with the immaculate honesty of the 
minter. In the early days of com- 
merce, nothing but the Carolus dollar 
bad a hope of acceptance. When that 
coinage was eventually absorbed and 
exhausted, the Mexican was introduced 
with difficulty in its place; and now 
Mexico has changed the obverse of its 
medal, and the Chinese look with 
horror at the novelty, and will persist 
in asking discount on what is really a 
better coin, until long habit has famili- 
arised them with the change. We 


never cease regretting the failure of 
the Hongkong Government to main. 
tain the Mint which was introduced 
into that colony with so good prospect 
of success.

‘Telegraphic communication with Naga-

‘The steamer Great Northern arrived 
at Woosung, having completed wepairs 
to the Cable between Gutzlaff and Nagasaki 
on Sunday. She at once set to work to 
repair damagesbetween Gutzlaff and Shang- 
hai, and completed the task on Monday. 
She is now occupied in repairing tho 
breaks in the Hongkong cable near Gutz- 
Inf, and the Company’s now steamer the 
H. ©. Orsted, is looking after the portion 
which is broken near Formosa. 

A meeting of sharcholders in tho Poo- 
tung Dock Co. was held on tlie 28th Jany., 
and a dividend for the half-year, at the 
rate of ten per cont. per annum, agreed on, 

A meeting of shareholders in the French 
Gas Company was held on the 3rd inst, 
‘The accounts showed a total profit on 
the year’s working of ‘Tis, 6,515 ; of this 
sum Tis. 1,900 had been already returned 
to the shareholders in the shape of 5 per 
cent interim dividend, in July last. It 
was resolved to declare a further dividend 
at the rate of six per cent, for the second 
half year, which would absord Tis. 2,280, 
and to carry ‘Tis. 2,835 to reserve. 

We print, elsewhere, the report of the 
Institution for Blind Poor, which has been 
under the management. of Rev. E. H. 
‘Thomson during the past'year. ‘The total 
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income has been $700.78, derived partly 
($507) from subscription and partly 
(197.78) from the sale of mats made by 
the inmates. ‘The outlay has been $674.43, 
leaving a bolance in hand of $26.35. 

We print, elsewhere, a letter which has 
been addressed by the Chamber of Commerce 
to H.B.M.’s Minister, regarding the Con- 
servation of the Hwangpoo, and trust that 
it will have the effect of eliciting some 
@efinite information as to what may be 
hoped from the Chinese Government in the 
matter. The assurance that a dredger has 
‘eon actually ordered for the purpose, has 
been so definitely given, that we can hardly 
doubt its eventual arrival ; but the delay is 
sowearisome, and the present inconvenience 
a0 great, that the community have a right 
to ask for more definite information, ‘The 
Jast paragraph of the Chamber's letter 
opens up the broader question of obtain: 
ing power for the Shanghai Rate-payers 
to tako chargo of the River and lovy spe- 
cial taxes for its conservation. 

‘We also publish a table showing the

* was 23 ft. 11 in, on the 23rd July, the 
lowest 15 ft.

6 in, 
Once, the water failed to reach 15 ft. 6 in. 

Our correspondent “Orthography ” has 
& good solid grievance about tho variety 
of ways in which the namo of our much- 
vexed river is written in English. The 
Chinese characters aro Hf (yellow) and 


Ai (ixeam t)and every one tries to express 
the sound of these characters in Roman 
letters, as his ear or fancy dictates, Our 
own notion is Hwang-poo. Some prefer 
Huang-pu, and others run off into all the 
varied literal eccentricities which have 
driven our correspondent into print. Who 
shall decide ? 

‘The first of the series of lectures under 
the auspices of the Marine Temperance 
Society was delivered on Friday in the 
Masonic Hall, by Dr. Macgowan, on the 
Revelations of the Spectroscope. Dr. S. 
Wells Williams occupied the chair, and 
there was a numerous attendance, includ- 
ing a number of lad Treating his 
subject in a thoroughly popular manner, 
Dr. Macgowan explained in clear and un- 
technical language the phenomenon of 
spectra, and its valuable results to science 
when adapted by means of the Spectros- 
cope to the analysis of the chemical com- 
position of the heavenly bodies as well as in 
other fields of investigation ; and such 
experimental illustrations were given as 
were in the lecturer’s power.

We are informed that the wreckis a great 
danger to vessels approaching the entrance 
of the Yangisze from the southward, and is 
no doubt under water at hali-tide. 

‘The new dioptric light at the North Tree 
was first lighted’ on the evening .of the 
24th January, having been erected during 
the recent trip of the K‘ua-hsing to the 
Langshan. ‘The light is suspended from a 
mast which is surmounted by a black cage 
10 feet in diameter. The new light is 
said to be a considerable improvement on 
the old one, and can be seen in clear 
weather from the Light-vessel. 

During the recent northerly gales, 
several junks from the North bound to 
Shanghai have been blown past their des- 
tination, Zand had to seek shelter in what- 
‘ever harbour they could reach. We learn 
that afew are in Chinhae, and have been 
waiting with characteristic patience for a 
fair wind ; no such change however having 
taken place, they have now sought the 
aid of foreign steamers to tow them 
to Shanghai. Tho Ping On arrived 
with one on the evening of the 4th, and 
left again yesterday afternoon for Ningpo, 
with the hope of towing another on her 
return trip. 

An arrest of an unusual nature took 
place in the Settlement yesterday. About 
8 o'clock in the afternoon, a Chinaman 
appeared at the Central Polico Station, to 
give information of an illegal squeeze that 
was just then being made in a teashop. A 
detective was sent to the scene of the im- 
position, and found that the victim was a 
well-dressed individual, of prepossessing 
appearance and diminutive stature. The 
plaintiff and accused were taken in charge, 
and, after a preliminary investigation, it 
was elicited that the woll-dressed party 
was a female in male attire. She is con- 
nected with an opium shop in the city, and 
was induced to play the freak by some of 
her male friends. ‘The parties who tried to 
make the illegal exaction, were cogni- 
zant of the deception, and it was their in- 
tention to raise money or the equivalent, 
under threat of giving the whole affair 
publicity. ‘They were all sent to the Mixed 
Court, and after a short enquiry, as it 
proved a purely Chinese transaction, the 
whole case was transferred vo tho city 
Magistrate. 

A fire broke out at midnight on the 28th 
January, in some Chinese houses near 
the Hongkew Creek, Notwithstanding 
the attractions of the (Mih-ho-loong) Ball- 
room, in which at that time many active 
members of the Brigade were taking a pro- 
minent part, there was a ready response 
to the summons. Tho fire was subdued 
almost directly the powerful streams of the 
Engines were brought to bear, about 8 
or 9 Chinese houses only, situated close to 
the Hongkew Creek and behind the Eura- 
sian School being destroyed ; but in addi- 
tion to the houses which were burnt down, 
several others were gutted and robbed of 
much of their contents, the thieves being 
evidently in strong force. ‘The Chinese 
say that a child was burned to death. 





Another fire was announced about 1 
am, on Sunday, and again the scene of 
the conflagration was Hongkew, in tho 
native village beyond the Settlement, op- 
posite the Sailors’Home, The whole affair, 
only lasted a few minutes, the exertions of 
those first on the spot having been succe 
in confining the fire to the lightly built 
houses in which it broke out, and which it 
consumed before the Fire-engines reached 
the Soochow Bridge. One of the earliest 
Companies on the ground was the recently 
formed Hongkow Hooks and Ladders, who 
were out for the first time, and we believe 
did very good service. Wo are glad to seo 
that, through the public spirit of the trans- 
pontine residents, the No. 2 Truck is 
again added to the efficient strength of the 
Brigade. 

A fire occurred under precisely si- 
milar circumstances at eight o'clock on 
Monday evening, on the extreme verge 
of the French Concession, under the 
City wall. Fires are of nightly occur- 
rence just now, as might be expected 
from the free and careless use of explo- 
sives and combustibles which tho natives 
employ in connection with their New-Yoar 
observances, The fire on Tuesday night, 
we believe, the Chinese attributed to the 
unfortunate sufferers having incurred the 
dire displeasure of Heaven, which visited 
them with this calamity on the very thres- 
hold of what should otherwise have been a 
happy New-Year. 

By the steamer Luzon we have Foocuow 
advices to the 26th January. Only 209 
chests of tea (Congou) had been settled 
during the week, at Tls. 10} Tis. 12. The 
Glaucus sailed for London on the 2ist, In 
imports, no sales are reported, A. list of 
arrivals and departures of shipping will be 
found below. 

Downright cold weather is announced 
from Canton. An amateur theatrical per- 
formance was given at the Shameen.Libra- 
ry Rooms on the 18th, The giant Chang 
was expected on the 27th, for the purpose 
of exhibiting himself at Chinese New Year, 
He intended to go on afterwards to Ma- 
nila, There has been a popular demons- 
tration against an ‘‘ emigration ” establish- 
ment. 

Mrs. deLong and Mdme. Butzow, escorted 
by the Americaa and Austrian Ministers, 
were presented to the Empress of JAPAN, on 
the 10th Jany. The party were received by 
the Emperor and Etapress, standing in the 
presence of a full Court, her Majesty's 
ladies of honour being also in attendance. 
A fire which destroyed 50 houses occurred 
in Yeddo on the 11th. An outbreak is 
reported from Kiushiu ; the reputed cause, 
some of the recent changes made by the 
Government and the rise of prices. The 
Mail thoroughly eridorses the evidence 
given by Mr. Medhurst before the House 
of Commons Committee, in regard to the 
aversion with which the registration is re- 
garded in China and Japan.

‘TRANSIT PASSES IN BIANGSI. 


We showed, last week, how com- 
pletely the Governor of Kiangsi had 
stopped trade with the interior under 
Transit Pass, in all foreign imports 
except bale goods; and how com- 
pletely powerless are native mer- 
chants to contest the arbitrary seizures 
and illegal detention by which the 
Barrier officials work out their object. 
To attempt to appeal against acts 
authorised by the chief provincial au- 
thority is worse than useless; Chinese 
would probably be squeezed and 
punished for contumacy, in addition to 
their first loss. Foreigners alone can 
insist on a due regard for the provi- 
sions of the treaty which they ne- 
gociated; and we cannot but feel 
surprise at the apathy which has 
hitherto been shown in the matter. It 
can hardly be questioned that Kiu- 
Kang is the natural port of supply for 
Kiangsi and Southern Anhwei; the 
readiness with which a trade sprang up 
when the hindrances were temporarily 
withdrawn, proves the fact, and proves 
that the natural channels would be 
used if possible. We cannot but think 
that Kiukiang has never been properly 
“worked.” Foreigners let the Transit 
privilege lie dormant, when they could 
have supplied the whole province with 
imports, before the principle was recog- 
nisod that goods themselves, irrespective 
of ownership, were entitled to free 
transit, And, now the privilege is again 
impugned, they apparently neglect either 
to fight the question on their own ac- 
count, or to collect data on which the 
question might be fought diplomati. 
cally for the Chinese. Kiukiang is not 
so favourably situatzd as Chinkiang, 
and would never acquire so large 
an import trade; but, relatively, 
it should hold the same position in re- 
gard to Kiangsi as the latter port does 
towards Kiangsu. Yet not only do 
the authorities prevent the ingress of 
Tin, Lead, and Straits Produce under 
transit pass, into Kiangsi itself, but they 
deter its passage into southern An- 
hwei, ‘That secret intimidation and 
open violation of the treaty should 
thus be permitted, at an open port, 
seems almost incredible; but, apart 
from individual statements, the fact that, 
for three months, dealers have not 
taken out a single transit pass for such 
goods to marts in Kiangsi, is clear 
proof of the fact. Anhwei, too, still 
consumes these goods in large quan- 
tities, but is compelled to get them by 
a roundabout route. Lead and Tin 
for the green tea districts of Moyune 
and Fychow have to make a detour 
down the Yangtze, or straggle through 
Kiangsi paying heavy exactions. 

‘We come back then’ again to the 
question of remedy; and it is clear 
that Foreigners must exert themselves 
more vigorously to break through the 
restrictions which the Authorities seek 
to impose. Consuls can do nothing 





unless they are supplied with data on 
which to fight. Why, now that the 
native trade in Seaweed, Sugar, Lead 
&c., is paralysed, do not foreign mer- 
chants forward goods inland under 
Transit Pass, and contest their privi- 
lege a outrance, if it is disputed? The 
battle may be a tough one; we know 
that Kiangsi officials are and always 
have been obstructive; but we have 
proof that Treaty privileges can be 
upheld against local officials, in the 
suecess of Formosa and Chinkiang. 
While naturally, on the other hand, the 
officials take courage and do what they 
like, when the battle is abandoned. 
Common sense and experience go to 
show that the onus of asserting the 
‘Transit Due privilege lies on foreigners 
first of all. When it has come to be 
recognised in their case, natives will be 
allowed to slip in; bnt the transit of 
foreign goods in Chinese hands will 
always be liable to interruption unless 
a foreign protectorate can be extended 
over them, even after they leave foreign 
ownership ; and it is obviously our in- 
terest to keep up this protectorate, in 
order to secure the larger commerce 
which free trade only can bring about. 
Té we claim that foreign goods are en- 
titled to pass freely throughout China, 
on payment of a 24 per cent duty, 
without regard to ownership, we are 
entitled to see that this privilege is 
respected. And it suggests itself to us 
that the extension to Chinese merchants, 
of the Joint Investigation Rules pro- 
mulgated by Mr. Winchester’s notifica 
tion of the 29th November 1865, might 
be a feasible means of securing this 
object. Let these Rules be made ap- 
plicable to the settlement of Inland 
Customs seizures as well as Maritime 
cases. The Consul might watch the 
case to put a check on arbitrary sei- 
zures, detention or intimidation, in the 
case of foreign goods, as well as he 
now does in the case of the foreign 
merchants. The interests of our Trade 
are] at stake, in one case as well as in 
the other. i 





CHANGES IX THE YANGTSZE. 
No one who has paid careful attention 
to the entrance of the Yangtsze and 
‘Hyangpoo ean fail to have noticed that 
many great and important changes 
have taken place within the last decade. 
‘These changes are of a'nature, besides, 
which seem to denote that still greater 
are impending, which in all probability 
will, within a like period, materially 
alter the approaches to Shanghai. 
Roughly speaking,=the changes may be 
described as a tendency of the river 
Yangtsze to seck a direct channel to 
the sea to the north of Bush Island, 
in place of dividing into three as at the 
time our present charts were made, 
now some thirty years ago. With this 
tendency to seck a single outlet, we 
find also a disposition to define more 
strictly the upper channel. From the 
Langshan downwards we find that the 
channel of the river is yearly becoming 
more and more confined, and that on 





all sides banks are growing up which 
forbid the navigation of the large ex- 
panse lying to the northwest of Tsung 
‘Ming island. The Langshan crossing 
has moved upwards some considerable 
distance since steamers commenced to 
ply on the river, but at the same time 
the channel has gradually become 
more direct and more strictly defined. 
At] low water, where formerly large 
vessels could safely cross, may be seen 
an extensive flat, whose western edge 
is sharply defined by a steep bank. 
Judging from what has occurred in 
the past, we may look forward ~to 
seeing shortly an island above the 
highest tides sheltering the crossing to 
the west and north-west. For some 
distance down, the same course of 
changes seem to be taking place. The 
Centaur bank is now united to the 
shore by a spit with only a few fect of 
water at high tide, while to the south 
of the channel, the banks, dry.at low 
water, seem to be increasing in size 
and number. Approaching what was 
once Harvey point, alterations of a dif- 
ferent nature seen to be in progress, 
The current is cutting into the south- 
west end of Tsung-ming and widening 
the passage between it and the north 
of Bush Island. The channel shown 
on the charts as lending to sea to 
the north of the island has become prac- 
tically closed, even we believe for the 
smallest native vessels, while a strong 
and deep current sets out between 
Bush Island and Tsung-ming, past 
Drinkwater point towards Shaweishan, 
within a few miles of which it is 
obstructed by a. bar with scarcely three 
fathoms of water at low tide. ‘This 
bar marks the real mouth of the river, 
but unfortunately from its exposed 
position the surf breaks heavily on it 
during easterly winds. To the south 
of Bush Island the old channel, till 
lately the only entrance to Shanghai, 
is becoming more or less obstructed. 
Between the Island and the Red Buoy, 
a new bank, called by the Chinese the 
Sinsha (New bank) is rapidly forming, 
while the channel outside the buoy 
seems to be growing smaller and shal- 
lower. Lower down, Blockhouse shoal 
and the Beacon spit have encroached 
on one another, narrowing considerably 
the channel. A ‘few years ago the 
lend was a safe guide on entering, but 
as at the Langshan crossing, the banks 
have assumed a steeper edge, so that 
greater care has to be exercised. The 
wash through the narrower channel 
has had the effect of partially deepen. 
ing it, but in view of the decreasing 
area of the channel where the Red 
Buoy is, it is more than doubtful how 
far this increase of depth can for the 
future be depended on. ‘The whole of 
these changes have evidently the effect 
of prolonging the course of the Hwang- 
poo itself. It seems indecd as if 
the time were not far distant, when it 
will be necessary to take a long detour 
to enter the Yangtsze, and this is a 
matter which may before we are aware 
become of serious moment. It is not 
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that any serious danger exists of the 
silting up of the river. The area 
drained by the Hwangpoo and its 
tributaries is too great to admit of 
this, but a continuance of the changes 
which have been in progress for some 
time back might readily result in the 
closure of the small channel between 
the Red Buoy and Bush Island, 
while the growth of the shoals off 
Blockhouse Island prevents direct 
access to what is now the main channel 
of the Yangtsze. These are matters 
for serious deliberation, and it seems 
certain that no better use could be 
made of the accumulated funds at the 
disposal of the Chinese Government 
than to expend a portion in a reliable 
survey of the Yangtsze, from the 
Langshan to Shaweishan, Intelligent 
operations may do much to prevent 
any permanent injury, but to render 
operations intelligent, they must be 
undertaken with a knowledge not only 
of the general laws of hydrostatics, 
but of the particular curves which 
have led the waters of the Yangtsze to 
exhibita preference for one overanother 
channel. We are not to be supposed to 
be an advocate for the inactivity which 
has delayed for so many years all 
dredging operations on the Woosung 
Bar, The dangers we have sketched 
out make that bar a greater anomaly 
and nuisance than ever, as, with a 
decreasing channel below, it seems 
daily of more importance to make use 
of as much scour as we can attain, 
We consider that the dredging of the 
Bar is a necessity, and the delay in 
taking measures to commence it has 
been more than negligence, it is a 
disgrace to the Government which, in 
charging tonnage dues, undertakes the 
responsibility of facilitating the approach 
to port, of the vessels which pay them. 
‘At the samo time we must not shut 
our eyes to the.wider question of the 
entrance to the Yangtsze itself. 





‘THE WOOSUNG BAR. 


In viow of the changes we have pointed 
out in the bed of the Yangtze, it be- 
comes a matter of importance to ascer- 
tain the actual amount of deposit on 
the inner bar. Taking for a basis the 
most recent charts, we find that the 
distance from the 3-fathom line at the 
upper end to a similar line below, may 
be put down sufficiently nearly at 
three quarters of a mile, or roughly 
1,500 yards. ‘The least depth at high 
water for the last six months has been 
15ft. Gin.; an excavation to the depth of 
6 feet, allowing for the increased slope 
which it would give to the river’s bed, 
would probably insure 20 feet of water 
at the lowest neaps. The channel 
above and below is roughly two cables 
_ wide. We have therefore some half 
million cubic yards of mud to remove, 
or say 750,000 tons. An ordinary 
dredger would readily raise for the re- 
quired depth some 1,800 tons per day, 
which rate would require some 450 
days to remove the whole. Were the 








question thus one of simple dredging, 
it would be easy of solution, but other 
questions must come into the calcula- 
tion. We may assume that the posi- 
tion of the Bar proves that there is a 
natural tendency in the river to throw 
down mua at this particular spot, and 
the rate which this tendency will 
assume at different [depths becomes a 
question for consideration. For the 
calculation we have no data suffi 
ciently exact to go on. We know 
from experience that the point where 
the scour of the tide just over- 
comes the tendency to deposit, occurs 
at an average depth of about 20 feet be- 
low ordinary high water. Supposing 
that the tendency to form a deposit 
increased below this depth in a geome- 
tric ratio, there will still be a limit 
where the deposit will be balanced by 
the scour plus the dredger. The 
greater the scour can be made, in order 
to prevent re-deposition where soil has 
been removed by the dredger, it is evi- 
dent that the lower will become this 
level of equilibriam between deposit 
and removal. Now a glance at the 
chart will readily explain the causes 
which have induced the formation of the 
bar in its present position. Both above 
and below, the river will be observed to 
be contracted, while at the particular 
spot where the bar exists, the channel 
becomes widened out almost into a lake. 
It was evident that the muddy water 
flowing up from the Yangtsze, would 
in such a case lose a portion of its 
velocity, and deposit accordingly more 
or less mud. Accidental circumstances 
determined the point of greatest 
doposit, and soon an island, the Mid- 
dle Ground, sprang up, dividi 

channel into two. The di 
in itself to diminish the current still 
further, and so a bar got established, 
joining the island by shallow lines to 
both sides. Experience has shown in 
the Hwangpa, that any interference 
with the flow of the water, however 
slight, leads to an immediate deposit. 
Witness the long lines of wharves 
on each side, every one of which 
has caused beneath itself 2 bank 
of mud in most places now dry 
at high water. It is a well known 





principle that, in order to keep a river 


channel clear, all sudden expansions and 
contractions must be avoided. The Clyde 
at Glasgow at one time threatened to 
destroy all navigation by silting up 
much as the Hwangpoo. The advisers of 
the Corporation in those days proceeded 
to build out jetties at intervals with the 
object of narrowing the stream, and as 
they thought increasing the scour. The 
result was, as might have been antici- 
pated, the formation of long spits of 
mud and sand still further blocking 
upthe channel. The remedy was found 
in the constant dredging of the chan- 
nel, and the removal of all impediments 
to the free course of the water. In 
the same way we may feel assured 
that an operation or series of operations 
in the Hwangpoo will not be sufficient 
for the purpose. Works under water 





must be supplemented by works above 
water. ‘The dredging of the bar will 
need a careful consideration of the 
currents in the junk channel, with the 
object of maintaining as far as possible 
an equal aren of waterway, and in 
the ultimate hope of restoring the 
water of the river to one instead of 
two channels. There seems no’ ine 
superable difficulty in adopting those 
measures. They must be carried out 
intelligently and will need constant 
supervision, but neither the difficulty 
nor the expense is such as should for a 
moment appal those intrusted with 
the increasing revenues of a port like 
Shanghai. 








WHAT PEOPLE ARE SAYING. 


Haven't been saying anything for a long 
while, and it is time some one did speak. 
‘The Municipal Council for instance hasn’t 
been heard of for six months, except 
through the Engineer’s reports; and 
though these are interesting in their way, wo 
want to know about a few things that aro 
not, as well as those that are, being done. 

‘What about the Soochow Creek Bridge 
for instance? Tis, 40,000 were voted for 
the purchase of the half-finished iron 
edifice, the tumble-down wooden structure, 
and all the various shaky rights to which 
the Bridge Company lays claim. Was the 
purchase ever completed ? have the said 
rights and the aforesaid taels been mutual- 
ly transferred, or is the whole affair still 
deadlocked ? The Council tells us nothing ! 
‘As a matter of fact, the money is still in 
the Bank, and the bridge property still 
rests nominally with the shareholders, 
But it can only be a question of weoks 
there is no doubt of tho result; tho 
bargain is virtually concluded ; and transit 
between the two Settlements is already 
free, pending the arrival from England of 
tho necessary powers to effect a formal 
transfer. If there should bo a hitch—well, 
there is the free ferry at the ond of tho 
Shantung Road, and the community will 
save Tis. 40,000. 

‘Then about theold—or new—iron bridge? 
Is that obstruction to be maintained, 
or are we to spend Tis, 40,000 more 
onanew one? The coup dail from tho 
mouth of the Creek, just now, would en- 
chant a Ruskin. ‘The charming iron 
ruin at the mouth, the undulating wooden 
pile at the neck, and the graceful free 
forry at the shoulder, together with the 
Gothic godowns and Serie dwelling-houses 
that line the banks of the famous Creek, 
form a picture of perfect sesthetic beauty. 
The misfortune is, that we want so1 
thing useful as well as ornamental jandif it 
is true that a Chinaman has offered Tis, 
15,000 for the “ruin,” it had better be 
handed over, and the money utilised, 
Otherwise, root the thing up, and put half 
at the Honan Road and half at the Shan- 
tang Road ends. Bridges will be wanted 
there sooner or later, as much as at the 
end of each strest across the Yang-king- 
pang. But it is no use doing the main 
bridge by halves while we are about it, and 
certainly the “ruin is not half wideenough. 

Then there is the Bund going steadily 
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back towards the days of early grief, when 
Jong boots were necessities, and the pas- 
sage of the streets was an interesting ex- 
periment in navigation. It is all right in 
this dry weather, but wait till we have a 
week’s rain ; and some of thebackstreets are 
worse. Repairing the Hangchow Sea Wall, 
and no granite chips obtainable? Mandarins 
‘want all the stone and won’t Jet Municipal 
Contractors fill their boats? Well, why 
don’t the Council tell us so, and 
when things are likely to be mended? 
‘They seem to get some granite, anyhow, 
for the Hongkew Broadway is in perfect 
order, The fact is, that ory of “justice to 
Hongkew” will very soon want turning 
round, But there are many funny 
things in the budget, if we take the trouble 
to analyse. ‘To go back to the Bund now, 
and try alittle calculation. Ifit is 4,000 ft. 
Jong and 60 ft, broad, how much would it 
cost to cover it six inches deep with gra- 
nite chips at 1 Tael a ton? Can’t calculate? 
Say roughly Tis, 6,000, besides Inbour 
about one-third more—perhaps ls. 6,500. 
And the total amount set down in the bud- 
get this year for granite chips, for the 
whole two Settlements, is Tis. 8,000 ! And 
there aro all the several streets which have 
been sown with drains, drain pipes, curb 
stones and side channels, gas mains, and 
other disturbing influences, to be re-made 
and covered, besides the Bund, which neods 
more than half the estimate toitself. People 
can’t spend money if they have it not; and 
aronotlikely to get it voted if they don’task. 
Half a mile of main drains has been laid 
in Hongkew during the last threo months, 
and it will cost Tis. 1,000 to re-motal 
thoso streets alone. Wonder what propor- 
tion the revenue derived from Hongkew 
bears to the outlay upon it. A return of 
income and expenditure, from this point of 
‘viow, would be an interesting appendix to 
the next Budget. However, the work 
is bearing fruit; Hongkew is wonder- 
fully improved. But we should like to see 
something done for the Bund, now ; and a 
more little for the Bund extension when 
tho Hongkew foreshore is quite finished. 

Tust one word, too, at the last, about 
crackers, With every consideration for 
Chinese feelings, and every wish they 
should enjoy themselves fully while they 
are about it—wouldn’t it be possible to 
limit the period of this enjoyment to 
within two or three days of New-Year’s 
Day, and to disallow it after midnight? 
‘They seem, on the contrary, to have made 
less row than usual on the day itself, but 
to spread themselves out over a double 
period—which becomes a little tiring to 
nervous people.

HONGKONG. 

A meeting of sharcholders in the China

The 
accounts for the half year ended 3ist De- 
cember, show a nett profit of $8,497.47 
(including $1,209.57 brought over from 
previous half-year). A dividend was agreed 
on, of three dollars share, which 
absorbs a sum of $5,574, leaving $2,923.47, 
of which $2,000 was carried to Deprecia- 
tion Fund, and the Balance carried for- 
ward to the present year. Prizes were 
distributed to the Scholars at the Govern- 
ment Central School on the 2ist. The re- 
sult of the examination was satisfactory. 
Archdeacon Gray delivered a lecture in the 
City Hall on the 2ist, on “ Arabia and its 
Faith.” The steamer Sual, the largest 
ever built in Hongkong, was launched on 
the 17th instant ; she is destined for the 
Manila trade. The Club Germania gave 
@ successful entertainment on the same 
evening. The Daily Press has resolved to 
become a morning instead of a mid-day 
paper, and will in future appene at 6.30 
a.m. A ball was given at Government 
House on the 231 A Foot-ball match 
between fifteen civilians and fifteen navy- 
‘men has resulted in favour of the former 
‘after a good game. A cricket match 
between the Hongkong Cricket Club and 
the United Service resulted in adraw—also 
after good game, the latter having scored 
209 with three wickets to go down, against 
their opponents’ 255. 

Tho Daily Press says :—It is reported 
that Mr. Leon Checa, formerly Spanish 
Consul here, is to be appointed Commis- 
sioner of Emigration, either at Havanah or 
at Macao, It has been officially notified in 
‘Macao, that the rumour of the Governor's 
recall is unfounded.

Daring last week a mandarin and some 

soldiers attempted to arrest some persons 

to be kidnappers, who were re- 
siding at the Coolie Establishment at Won 
Sha, Thoy ontered the place, armed with 
knives, rovolvers, &o., and took away two 
boys, who were locked up in the Yamén 
for one week, but were then released on 
requisition from the Consul. Two days 
afterwards the inhabitants called a meel- 
ing of the Kai Fong of the district at the 
Temple, and it was there resolved to im- 
mediately petition the Namhoi against 
having such an Establishment there. The 
Namhoi Magistrate sent a person to en- 
geke into the matter, and on his arrival 
the inhabitants rose en masse and followed 
him to the Establishment ; he, however, 
fearing the consequences of a full investi- 
gation in the presence of such an infu- 
riated mob, satisfied himself by calling 
them to order, and telling them that suc 
Establishments, for honest emigration, 
were allowed by treaty, and that this one 
had the sanction of the Viceroy. The 
mob then dispersed, swearing vengeance 
on the establishment, which we have no 
doubt they will ere long take. We hope, 
however, that if they do riso against the 
place, it will not be another Tientsin 
affair ; and that it will not be the sign for 
a general massacre of our inhabitants at 
that portion of Shameen which is but a 
short distance from the place. 

A Gazette de Macao e Timor, in a re- 
cent number, alluded to the good acerning 
from emigration, and stated that some re- 
turned emigrants had again applied to 
sign contracts to return to Peru. We 
have under our own particular eyesight 
seen some of the men in question, and 
have conversed with them, both in their 
native tongue and in the Spanish Janguage 
(which they speak very fluently), and the 
result of these conversations was that the 
men were willing togo back, either as 
cooks, boys, or in any capacity on board a 
‘veasel, but when asking them the reason of 
their not signing a contract the answer 
was—O tratamento de culli émucho horrible. 
We leave our readers to draw their own 
conclusions.—Shipping News. 

















MACAO. 


Tho Peruvian ship Macao arrived at 
Callao on the 2nd October last, after a 
passage of 131 days, during which 39 coolies 

ied and 397 were landed, some in very 
bad condition, 

The Peruvian ship Lola, which arrived 
at Callao on the 8rd October last, landed 
509 coolies and 7 boys, 21 of the former 
died during the voyage. 

‘Tho Spanish barque Anduizas, sailed 
from Macao on the 14th instant, taking 
859 coolies and 8 boys. 

Tho Alerandre Lavalley and the August 
na are the only ships on the berth, but will 
not be able to sail before the Chinese New 
Year as coolies are not to be procured at 


present. 
‘The number of dead bodies found in tho 
streets during the week shows an alarming 
figure, viz: 20 adults and 5 children ao- 
cording to the Boletim do Governo of the 
18th instant, but vox populi says that the 
number is much larger. As many as 60 
havo been picked up in a dying state and 
sent to the Chinese Hospital and other 
asylums. If the cold becomes more iti- 
tense, the death rate will be fearfully high, 
A great many improvements are now 
being made in Macao by the Viscount de 
8, Januari, In addition to the Milita 
Hospital, which is now being constructed 
on the top of the hill facing the Guia Fort, 
and the battery in Praya Grande for hen 
artillery, the following public works wil 
shortly’ be executed, viz: a drain in tho 
new market and the Chinese theatro at a 
cost of $864.10; a barrack in the Monto 
Fort fora company of artillery at $7,044.26 ; 
2 praya wall from Bomparto Fort to the 
Tanquo do Mainato, a favorite resort of 
foreigners in summer months, at an esti- 
mated cost of $3,387.71 ; another praya wall 
in the inner harbour at an expenso of 
§5,598.86,—Advertiser. 











‘NAGASAKI, 
The Japanese are taking steps towards a 


more rogular banking system, ‘Tho 
says it has been customary for both largo 
and small native bankers in Nagasaki to 
issue ‘To-gata or paper money without res- 
triction. “In consequence of the failuro of 
two of the latter, tinauthorized issues aro 
prohibited in future, and until such timo 
as somo system of coutrol ean be established 
the whole have been ordered out of cirou- 
ion. Most of these notes havo been re- 
tired by the firms who have issued them, 
and we understand that, in order to socure 
their completo withdrawal, should any bo 
produced at any future time as claims upon 
a bankrupt estate, ordinary debts without 

curity will take procedence and be satis- 
fied before this old paper money can rank 
asaclaim. It is expected that early in the 
now year a legalized issue from licensed 
houses will be authorized. 

Robberies of pieces of machinery from 
the Takasima coal mines are complained of, 
—the more vexatious as malico rather than 
tie intrinsic value of tho property stolen 
is suspected to be the motive, 

‘The Express understands that, during 
the recont visit of the Japanese Ambassa- 
dors to Paris, M. Thiers has had several 
interviews with his Excellency Iwakura 
regarding the native Christians banished 
from this neighbourhood. Iwakura has 
represented tho views of ‘the French Go- 
vernment on this subject to Yedo, and it 
is belioved that the friendly intercession 
made on their behalf from this high quarter 
will lead to them being restored to their 
homes shortly. 

‘The townspeople of Nagasaki have sont 
a petition to the government, asking per- 
mission to be allowed to establish a female 
school, and lo erect a new building to be 
used for this purpot 

‘The trouble experienced in shipping 
cargo by the P. M. steamers continues as 
vexatious as ever. We hear that the Relief 
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had considerable difficulty in coaling, in 
consequence of her arriving afew hours 
Inte, and thus changing the particular 
hours stated on the special permit to work, 
obtained from tho Customs on the previous 
day. By tho energetic and judicious 
treatment of the matter by Mr. Fisher, 
Vice-Consul- at this port for the United 
States, the native authorities gave way. 
In the case of the New York further dif- 
ficulties arose, but these too were over- 
come, but not without considerable trouble. 
Ultimately permits were obtained and 
cargo shipped by American citizens, and 
the same appears to_have been procurable 
by the German and Dutch houses ; but the 
British who were unable to obtain any per- 
mit to ship their cargo, have had it left 
behind, we hear. The enquiries made by 
the native authorities into the cireum- 
stances attending the Takasima riots, have 
not yet terminated. The large number of 
persons implicated in the disturbances, 
together with the great discrepancies in the 
statements made by them, we hear, make 
the investigation a difficult task to per- 
form, It is expected that it will be an- 
other week before tho enquiry is brought 
to a conclusion. 

‘The British’ schooner Annie Muriel, 
which left for Hakodadi on the 27th 
instant, Iaden with coal, was forced to put 
back leaking, with loss of all sails when 
about 40 miles from Tzusima. Captain 
Hayward reports having experienced heavy 
hhend seas from tho 28th until the Slat 
ultimo, when the gale and increasing fury 
of the cross sens compelled him to again 
return into port. 

Both the Japaneso and Chineso have 

again commenced entering into live stock 
transactions. The P. MM. steamer New 
York, which left for the North on the 
20th ulto. had on board 400 sheep ship) 
‘at Shanghai; which number was further 
augmented by about 150 more from this 
place, ‘Their destination we hear is Hiogo, 
where they are reported to be saleable at 
$15 each. 

‘A Ohineso woman who made an at- 
tempt to commit suicide by jumping over- 
board from tho P. M. steamer Costa Rica, 
has been sent back to Shanghai by the P. 
‘M, steamer Relief. We hear thatshe made 
a similar attempt from the latter vessel, 
but was prevented from carrying out her 
intention 

‘A native journal called the Nagasaki 
Shimbun was started on tho Ist day of the 
Ist month, with pormission of the Govern- 
ment, It'will be published three times a 
month, 














YOKOHAMA, 


Considerable wonder and excitement 
has been occasioned by the mysterious 
disappearance of a German gentleman 
fumed Dr. Berlin, ‘From particnlars of the 
occurrence given in Japan Gazette, wo learn 
that Dr. Berlin had quitted Yamaguchi 
and taken passage for Yokohama in a 
P. M. 8. 8. Co.'s stonmer. At about 
twenty minutes past six on Saturday even- 
ing, the Kanagawa lightship was sighted, 

. and about that timo the purser saw Dr. 
Berlin leaning over the bulwark, looking 
out on the sea. From that time, nothing 
has been heard or seen of the missing man, 
‘Various conjectures ate made to account for 
hisdisappentanco, but it seemsto begeneral- 
Iybelieved that he did Iand, though none of 
the passengers or crew observed him leave 
the sleamer, and his friends on shore 
supposed he had_gono on, to Yedo direct. 
Itis stated that Dr. Berlin had $8,000 in 
his possession, and an order for $3,000. 
All the evidence likely to throw light on the 
occurrence has been taken, but proves very 
contradictory. Search was being made for 
the Yakunivs who accompanied Dr. Berlin. 
From later statements it appears that a 
gentleman answering to the description of 
Dr. Berlin was observed on board by Con- 
stable White, who was one of the first 

















persons on board after the steamer arrived. 
‘Tho examination of Dr. Berlin’s native 
servants has elicited that a small poriman- 
teau, presumed to have contained the 
money paid him at Kobe, is missing. ‘The 
atest reference to the matter, in the Japan 
‘Mail says :—After making every possible 
enquiry with respect to the disappearance 
of Dr. Berlin, we are compelled to admit 
that there iss much mystery as ever at- 
tached to the affair. Mr. Zappe says that 
there is no snspicion of foul play, and that 
as to the missing portmanteau it cannot be 
known whether or not there ever was such 
a portmanteau until the arrival of the next 
steamer from Kobe, where it is supposed 
to have been bought. Despite this uneer- 
tainty, an Italian has been arrested, not 
from any suspicion of foul play, but from 
being connected with loss of the portman- 
tean, We, ourselves, are at present not 
ina position to make public any statement 
with respect to the affair, but we may say 
that—in spite of Mr. Zappe’s belief to tho 
contrary—there is much reason to fear that 
Dr. Berlin has been the vietim of foul play, 
at whose hands, however, is not even sur- 
mised. 

Mr. E. Peshino Smith, a gentleman in 
the service of the Japanese government, 
and who it would appear was formerly 
in the United Slates civil service, has been 
fined §10 and costs for not registering him- 
self at tho U. 8. Consulate as an American 
citizen, and ordered to do so forthwith. 
Mr. Smith seoms to claim to be a Japa- 
nese.

Consulate ; who also exhibited specimens 
of the lava of the mountain,—of the paper 
charms sold there,—and of the flint arrow 
heads which ho had found in the country. 
According (o Japaneso authorities, about 
200 B. C. Fujiyama was visited by a Chin- 
exo who had been sent by his Emperor in 
earch of the Elixir of Life. The volcano 
is said to have first appeared in 215 B.C., 
when the earth opened, Lake Biwa was 
formed, and Fuji arose. The greniest 
estimate of its height makes Fujiyama 
‘about 1,500 feet lower than Mt. Blanc, 
which is 15,730.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


Dec. 25th.—Tséen Ting-ming lately be- 
sought the Emperor that titles of honour 
might be bestowed upon two Che-foos who 
were killed in battle. A decree has been 
issued to that effect. 

‘Wang,Yung-leih, the Che-foo appointed 
to Honan province, together with Heen 
Hwae-chung, appointed to the same office 
in the same province, were successively 
killed by insurgents in the reign of Heen- 
fung, and a petition is now presented to 
the Emperor praying that His Majesty 
would exercise his compassion on their be- 
half. The petition states that these two 
‘Magistrates exhibited great courage and 
determination and lost their lives in fight- 
ing with the enemy—a truly pitiable case. 
In granting the petition, His Majesty 
orders that temples be also erected to Heen 
‘Hwae-chung at Lith-yih, where he formerly 











‘acted as Che-heon, and at his native place. 
His Secretary Chin-mo, who was killed at 
the same time, is also allowed a place in 
these temples. ‘The temples are erected to 
Heen Hwae-chung that all_may be aware 
of his faithful services. ‘This matter has 
been referred to the proper Board. Re- 
spect this. 

Shun Tsing-wang and others pray the 
Emperor that certain persons may be re~ 
warded who have presented a number of 
horses for the use of the army ; and orders 
have beea issued that they may henceforth 
be permitted to ride on horseback through 
the Imperial city instead of dismounting 
at the gate according to custom. 

‘27th. —An officer of the Imperial house- 
hold named Ting-heu, with another officer 
named Peih Taou-yuen, kneel and inform 
against a certain’ official who has been 
guilty of disorderly conduct at one of the 
Imperial Granaries, and beg His Majesty 
to deprive him of office and to bring the 
matter before the Board of Punishments 
to be strictly investigated, in order to as- 
sert the dignity of the law, and to make 
known the responsibility attached to the 
oversight of Granaries. 

With regard to the Granaries of the city 
of Peking, soveral ovil disposed ‘indi 
duals, called “devourers of Granaries,”” 
secretly acting according to the bent of 
their own inclinations, have hitherto, when 
giving out rice, taken vray a greater quan- 
tity than was’ required, appropriating tho 
overplus to their own use. ‘This evil prac- 
tice is most painful and lamentable; and 
tho petitioners on their arrival at’ their 
official posts, frequently looked into it 
most, carefully, desiring to give their ut- 
most attention to the proper arrangement 
of the matter. ‘They have already arrested 
a porson named Yith San-pang with others, 
and pray the Emperor to refer the caso 
of these persons to the Board of Punish- 
ment, that it may be investigated and pro- 
perly dealt with, 

Fuh-tsing, the Suporintendent of the 
Granaries, forwarded information to tho 
petitioners to the effect that on tho 14th 

lay of the month, being the day appointed 
for the purpose, rico was given out to tho 
troops of the Eastern Fourth Banner. On 
the next day, while thol proper persone 
were examining tho quantity of rice in the 
Granary and comparing with it the amount 
distributed as stated in the account, an 
officer of the fifth degree, wearing a 
pencock’s feather, entered tho building 
accompanied by eight or nine other persons, 
and throwing the pencils and ink-stones 
into confusion, seized soveral tons of rice 
tickets and thrust them into his breast. 
He then turned round and walked out of 
the Granary, his attendants following him 
and taking with them money or anything 
clse they could lay theirhands upon, ‘The 
person in charge of the Granary’ being 
informed of the theft, immediately went 
in pursuit and seized’the ringleader out- 
ide the gate, his companions having, how- 
ver, in the meantimeescaped. On as 
this person his reason for coming to the 
Granary, he answered in a rough and 
evasive manner, and at the same time 
refused to give his name, He was then 
shut up in a public room and information 
was forwarded to the Inspectorof Granaries, 
whoon his arrival proceeded to examine the 
prisoner. This man then stated that he was 
a Manchu officer, by name King Shoo-nan, 
and that he belonged to the Bordored 
Yellow Banner. The stolen rice tickets 
which he had concealed in his breast were 
then taken from him, together with others, 
on none of which rice had as yet been given. 
out, to the number of twenty-four. Bein, 
asked why he had stolen these tickets, he 
refused to give any information on’ tho 
subject. 

‘The Inspector of Granaries then sent 
this prisoner to the Manchu Bordered 
Yellow Banner to be dealt with, and wrote 
a full and accurate account of the whole 
matter to the petitioners, ‘The petitioners 
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state that having looked into the case 
carefully, they find King-shoo is really 
an officer as he stated. He ought 
on that account to act in all things 
peaceably, and in accordance with the 
Jaw. Without any cause whatever, he led 
several persons into the Granary and 
there acted in the disorderly manner al- 
ready described. ‘The petitioners therefore 
pray that this Officer and his disorderly 
companions may bo adequately punished, 
in order to inspire others with dread. 

‘The Emperor replies that the caso is 
recorded. 


Deo. 30th.—I, Li Hungchang, Governor 
General of Hoo-Kwang, an officer of the 
first rank, together with Wang Wan-chaou, 
Footae of Hoonan, kneel and petition 
your Majesty iu ‘reference to « chaste 
‘widow and her dutiful daughters who died 
together—a truly pitiable caso. We im- 
plore your Majesty to confer a mark of dis- 
tinction upon them, in order that their pure 
souls may rest in’ peace, and that others 
may imitate their good example. We hum- 
bly look up and beseech your Majesty to 
take this case into consideration. 

‘According to the evidence in this case, 
the District Magistrate of Shen-hwa, in the 
province of Honan, has carefully and 
minutely investigated the matter, and 
states that a graduated scholar of Seang- 
heang district, Taoutae expectant of Kwei- 
chow, named Le Kwang-leaou, sent 
Kwang-shing to lodge information at his 
office to the effect that his (i.e. the expec- 
tant Taoutae’s) brother’s wife, 
maiden name was Choo, together with her 
two daughters Chang-ching and Go-ching, 
being instigated by demons to inordinate 
fasting, finally hanged themselves and so 

ied. 

In consequence of this catastrophé, by 
which three lives were lost, we ought to be 
filled with doubt, lest there be some other 
hidden cause which impelled the deceased 
to this deed. While we were thinking 
about sending an official messenger to make 
enquiries, an official named Choo Kéa-pin 
gave information that resentment in conse- 
quence of oppression was the cause of 

leath in this case. I immediately sent the 
expectant salt commissioner of Hoopih, 
named Hwang Chang-foo, to the province 
of Soang [ancient name’ of Hoonan] to 
examine strictly into the affair and to 
arrange it satisfactorily in conjunction with 
the Treasurer and the Criminal Judge. 

‘Wiin-chaou, the Footae ef the province, 
immediately gave orders to the two above 
named officials to sift the matter to the 
bottom. Hwang Chang-foo then requested 
the ‘Treasurer Woo Yuen-ping, and 
the Sndge Too Tsung-ping to meet 
him, and bringing witnesses ‘Setoze thers 
proceeded to investigate the case most 
minutely. It appears that Mrs. Le, whose 
maiden name was Choo, is the sister of 
Choo Kea-pin and was given in marriage to 
Hiing-tsun. She gave birth to two daugh- 
ters, the one named Chang-ching and the 

_ other Go-ching. Le Hiing-tsun and his 
brothers are five in number, of whom Le 
Kiwang-leaou is the eldest ; and the family 
have always lived and messed together. 
‘Le Hiing-tsun went to the camp quartered 
at the south of Loo-tsih, where he acquired 
fame, and_was promoted to the office of 
Che-foo, In the fifth year of Heen-fung, 
he was killed in an engagement with re- 
bels, in the district of Tungchau in the 
protineo of Hoopih. At the tno of his 

leath, his widow, being then 30 years of 
age, took a vow of chastity. 

As the widow had no son of her own, 
Le Kwang-leaou, with whom she had con- 
sulted, procured a child which she adopted, 
but which afterwards died. Mrs. Le, 
maiden name Choo, lamented for her 
husband and bewailed the loss of her adop- 
ted son to sucha degree, that her eyes 
Became diseased from constant weeping, 
and she was obliged to depend upon her 
two daughters for support, Chang-ching, 



































when in her infancy, was betrothed to the 
son of Lew Yoh-chaou, and Go-ching was 
also betrothed to the nephew of Hwang 
Kwoh-he, but the marriages had not yet 
taken place. In the summer of the ninth 
year of the present reign, Mrs. Le Choo 
became totally blind, and having no one 
to attend upon her, her daughters took a 
vow of celibacy in order to do so, and also 
‘commenced fasting in hope of restoring 
their mother’s eyesight. 

Le afterwards chose a propitious day for 
the marriage of his son with the widow’s 
eldest daughter, but the latter, being 
strong in dutiful attachment to her mother, 
refused to fulfil her engagement. In the 
first month of the eleventh year of the 
present reign Le Kwang-lenou returned 
from the camp, and seeing the two daugh- 
ters observing a fastand refusing marriage, 
invited them both, with their mother, to 
his quarters in order to expostulate with 
them. On the 21stof the third month, 
Choo Kea-pin, the widow’s brother to- 
gether with the son of Le Kwang-lenou, 
by name Le Tséen-chwang, took the three 
ladies to the capital city of the province 
to the quarters of Le Kwang-lenou, who 
strongly advised the daughters to eat ani- 
mal food ; but this they would not con- 
sent to do. On the morning of the 23rd, 
at breakfast time, Le Kwang-lenou took 
some soup made of fish and meat, which 
he poured over the rice of the two young 
Indies, and endeavoured to force them to 
eat it; but they positively refused to do 
$0. Mrs, Le Choo also gently remons- 
trated with them, adding that as she was 
blind, sho was only an encumbrance w 
her two daughters, and it was better that 
she would die at once. Upon this, Le- 
Kwang-leaon instead of soothing her and 
advising her, as he ought to have done, 
immediately left the room. 

Unexpectedly, on the night of tho 24th, 
Mra, Le Choo ‘hanged herself with her 
girdie; and her two daughters, bein; 
overwhelmed with grief, also" hange 
themselves on the same night.. On the 
next day Le Kwang-leaou was struck with 
horror on hearing of the deed, and cut 
down the bodies, but life was extinct. He 
then immediately went to the Che-Héen’s 
office, accused the mother and her daugh- 
tors of being instigated by demons to prac- 
tise inordinate abstinence, and had the 
matter investigated. 

We pray your Majesty to order a strict 
investigation into this case. ‘These ladies 
committed suicide, because Lo-Kwang- 
Jeno wanted to force the two daughters 
to discontinue their abstinence, and for no 
other cause whatever, This official ought 
therefore to be degraded from office. Mrs. 
Le Choo’s self-imposed vow of chastity in 
consequence of the death of her husband, 
is highly praisoworthy. When she became 
blind, her daughters, the father being 
dead, andtheirmother deprived of sight, hav- 
ingno brothers and well understanding the 
rules of dutiful piety, took upon them a 
vow of celibacy ; and, of their own accord, 
passed their time in ‘abstinence and recit- 
ing prayers, attending upon their mother 
to the time of her death. As theiruncle 
Le Kwang-leaou from the very first could 
not appreciate their resolution, they 
followed their mother, by putting ‘an end 
to their lives on the same day as she did. 
These ladies afford perfect examples of 
chastity and dutiful piety, and their case 
is a truly pitiable one. 

Le Kwang-leaou, although he did not 
violently oppose the wishes of these ladies, 
yet wanted his nieces to eat animal food 
‘and to marry, and so peromptorily insisted 
on their obedience to his wishes that three 
lives were lost. Although he be not 
arraigned as a criminal, yet his wickedness 
admits of no excuse. A petition on this 
subject, has, however now been presented. 
With regard to Mrs. Le Choo, she, at the 
time of her husband's death, which took 
place during an engagement with rebels, 
was 30 years of age, and at her death she 




















was 46 years of age, so that she remained 
a widow for more than the ten years 
appointed by law for conferring the usual 
honours. ‘The dutiful piety of her daugh- 
ters was sincere ; for they cast away their 
lives after the example of their mother, 
displaying the excellence of their nature, 
and showing themselves to be most re- 
markable womes. 

‘We implore the grace of Heaven [the 
Emperor] to grant our humble petition in 
this matter and to confer a monument 
upon these Indies, in order that their souls 
may rest in peace and their virtue may be 
imitated ; to order the local Magistrate to 
place the entire narration on record ; and 
to notify the case to the Board of Rites. 
‘This petition is humbly presented to the 
Empress-mother and the Emperor, for 
their consideration, c 

‘The Emperor replies that the case is 
recorded, 

Jan. 4th,—To-morrow, at 7 o'clock in 
the morning, the Emperor will proceed 
from the Palace to the Chung-ching ‘Templo 
to burn incense, 

A petition was forwarded to the Em- 
peror a short time ago, by the Footae of 
the province of Shense,’ complaining that 
the Public Instructor in the district of Hing 
was incapacitated, by old age, for the proper 
discharge of his duties ; and praying that 
the official might therefore be deprived of 
his office, ‘The Emporor gave his consent, 
and the Footae was entrusted with the 
execution of the sentence, In consequence 
however of delay on the part of that official, 
the Public Instructor died before being 








m | formally deprived of office. ‘The Footae 


therefore now forwards a further communi- 
cation to His Majesty, charging himsolf 
with culpable carelessness, and neglect of 
public business, and beseeches His Majesty 
to inflict an adequate punishment upon 
him, ‘The Emperor orders the proper 
Board to forgive the Footae. 

“The Footae of Honan prays the Em- 
peror to inflict capital punishment upon a 
notorious criminal, ‘The culprit is a mili- 
tary officer formerly of tho rank of Taéen- 
tsung, but already deprived of that rank 
in consequence of robberies committed by 
him, He has since been found guilty of 
coining copper cash and adulterating silver 
money ; and is, besides, the associate of 
thieves and robbers. The Emperor replies 
that the case is recorded. 


5th.—A petition has been received from 
the Footae of Che-kéan; the following 
effect. The District 6 
kin has resigned his post, havi 
transferred to the District of Shih-mun, 
and a communication has been received 
from the proper Board recommending 
three officers as candidates for the vacancy. 
‘The first candidate being prevented by 
illness from accepting the office, the 
Fov-tae prays that it may be conferred 
upon the second, named Shin Chung-suy, 
on whose behalf he had already petitioned 
the Emperor. His Majesty’ orders the 
Board for the appointment of officials, to 
take the matter into consideration. 

A further communication from the same 
official refers to the promotion of the 
Che-foo of Tae-chow to the rank of Taou- 
tae, and prays the Emperor to nominate 
some one to the vacant post.’ Tho peti- 
tioner adds, that the expectant Che-foo, 
named Chin-keung, is an officer of ability 
‘and fully equal to the proper discharge of 
the duties of that office, and he therefore 
prsys, His ‘Majesty to appoint him to it, 

iis Majesty consents. 

Le Hang shang prays the Emperor to 
promote a deserving officer. The candidate 
is decorated with the peacock’s feather, 
and has already been promoted to the 
rank of Adjutant-General. He formerly 
accompanied the petitioner in an expedi- 
tion against the Rebels, has received 
several wounds in engagements, and is 
well acquainted with the tactics’ of war. 
Bo is an honorable man, intelligent, and 
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a strict disciplinarian. ‘The Grace of Hea- 
yen (ie. tho Emperor) is implored on 
behalf fier, that further honours 
may be conferred upon him. The Em- 
peror consents. 

Jan, 8th.—Chang-gan petitions the 
Emperor that he may be allowed to resign 
his office in consequence of illness. ‘The 
Emperor refuses to accept his resignation, 
and allows him another month for the 
recovery of his health. 

‘An edict has been issued to the following 
effect. Petitions have been presented to 
the Emperor by the Censors, and also by 
a member of the Board which regulates 
appointments to official rank, on behalf of 
the District Magistrate of ‘Ching-ko, in 
the provines of Shen-si, on whom Hi 











His 
Majesty is implored to confer posthumous 
honours. This Magistrate, by name She 
‘Psb-lin, was killed in a most cruel manner 
by the long-haired rebels, in the reign of 
the preceding Emperor, on the frontiers of 
the province of Shense. ‘The compassion 
of the Emperor is sought in consequence 
of the distressing circumstances attending 
his death, The Emperor grants the re- 
quest of the petitioners. 

‘Phe Emperor is informed as to the 
amount of money expended on repairing 
the Canals and the Peih-léng lake in the 
prefecture of Hoo-chow. The nature of 
the repairs, the number of workmen em- 
ployed, and the various sums actually paid 
are all mentioned in detail. 





9th.—A common servant, by name Le 
‘Hyang-hen, having been found guilty of a 

rave offence, tho Emperor is prayed to 
inflict an adequate punishment upon him. 
‘This man was formerly a domestic servant 
in Shang-ching in the district of Hoo-nai 
‘He.associated much with the writers in U 
office of the Che-chow. Assuming a fal 
name ho deceived his companions, repre- 
sented himself as being a Kwang-chow 
man, and by bribery eventually obtained 
the Office of assistant to the Che-chow. He 
also procured a literary degree for his son 
by bribery, and actually had him appointed 
an Examiner of the candidates for the de- 
gree of Keu-jin, Both of these men bein; 
folly of such meanneas, thei case shoul 

e strictly investigated and the matter sa- 
tisfactorily arranged. The Emperor has 
issued orders that the fathor be imme- 
iately deprived of his office and his sealed 
credentials taken from him. ‘Tho purchase 
of a literary degree for his son must also 
be examined into, and the name assumed 
by the latter in order to obtain it must be 
ascertained, ‘The son must further be de- 
prived of his degree, and the whole case 
settled according to law, in order that the 
distinction in ranks may asserted, and the 
dignity of office maintained. Tho case is 
Inia before the proper Board. 


10th.—An Imperial Edict states that 
from the commencement of the Winter 
season very little snow has fallen, and 
hence the land is much in want of moisture, 
His Majesty earnestly and devoutly looks 
for a change of weather in this respect, aud 
considers that prayers should be respect- 
fully offered in order to obtain a good 

* fall of snow. In order to obtain this bless- 
ing, the Emperor will proceed to the Ta- 
kaou Temple, on the 13th of the present 
month, to offer incense, His Majesty also 
issues orders to certain Princes and Nobles 
to repair to four other temples in Peking 
for the same purpose. 

Petitions ave been presented from se- 
oral districts, praying for a reduction in 
the grain tax in consequence of the incur- 
sions of rebels, want of rain, &e. The

‘THE CONSERVATION OF THE HWANGPOO. 


20th Jan., 1873. 
To H. Ex. T. F. Wane, Esq., 
‘H. B. M. Minister, Peking. 

Sm,—The Vice-Chairman of this Cham- 
ber had the honour to address your 
Excellency on the 16th February last, with 
reference to the state of the Bar at the 
entrance to the Wangpoo River, and I 
have been led to believe from the tenour 
of your Excellency’s reply, received through 
H. M. Consulate, that the Chinese G 
vernment some time ago issued instruc- 
tions to the Inspector General of Maritime 
Customs to give early attention to the 

juestion of Providing the requisite ma- 
jinery for dredging the Bar. ‘The Com- 
mittee of this Chamber has moreover 
been recently informed by the. Agent of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation 
Company at this place, that in answer to 
representations made by the Company 
in London, the Postmaster-General had 
assured them, on the authority of a 
dispatch from your Excellency to the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, that a 
dredger has actually been ordered by the 
Chinese Government. I should be grati- 
fied to find mysolf in a position to state to 
the members of the Chamber that so ne- 
cessary a work as the conservation of the 
riverine approaches to this port has actu- 
ally been undertaken, but 1 doubt if your 
Excellency has been correctly informed on 
this point. 
en the Inspector General of Customs 
last summer received here a deputation of 
gentlemen representing the various Ocean 
steam lines running to Shanghai, he stated 
that mening) up to that time had been 
done ; and though he promised to commu- 
nicate with the Chamber after his return 
to Peking no letter on the subject has yet 
reached us. The Commi lesire again 
to bring to your Exeellency’s notice, the 
feeling of grave alarm with which those 
who are interested in property and trade 
at this port, regard the obstructions to 
navigation which there is reason to believe 
are fast accumulating in the channel of 
the Whangpoo River, and I have to express 
their hope that your Excellency will brin, 
to bear upon the Chinese Authorities, all 
the pressure which may be within your 
duce them to undertake a duty 
whick the obvious function of every 
civilized Government to discharge. 

In the event of the Imperial Government 
declining to assume the obligation of the 
work, I have the honour to enquire if 
your Excellency would be pre] to 
‘Support a demand on the part of the com- 
munity for such additional power as may be 
necessary to enable the Ratepayers to 
raise funds for the maintenance of a chan- 
nel adequate to the efficient navigation of 
the River, by means of special taxes to 
be levied ‘upon native and foreign ship- 
ping resorting to the Port, and upon landed 
and house property within its limits.

‘The Cmarewan said the Company had 
been formed strictly in accordance with the 
published prospectus; the full capital of 








Tis. 95,000 had been raised, and the por- 
perty had been duly transferred. The rent 
for the current half-year, Tls. 5,000, had 
been paid in advance, in pursuance of the 
terms of the lease, together with the pro- 
portionate part of that for December, 
amounting to Tis. 777.78, which made o 
total income of Ts. 3,777. i 
it was proposed to declare a dividend at 
the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, which 
would absorb Tis. 4,750, leaving a balance 
in hand of ‘Tis. 1,002.78, in caso of any 
contingencies occurring,’ which was not 
very probable, as the lense stipulated that 
Messrs, Farmham & Co. should keep the 
Dock in repair, and pay fire insurance on 
buildings, so that the only expenses were the 
Chinese land tax and the fees of the Secre- 
tary and Directors. ‘The Provisional Direc- 
tors retired inaccordance with clause 70, and 
it was thought two would bo suflicient to 
carry on the business, which, as the proper- 
ty was leased, was not very heavy. Mr. 
Goryelt and himself offered ‘themselves for 
re-election, and by clauso 59 the share- 
holders could elect any number of Directors 
they thought fit, fixing thoir remuneration 
under-clause 60, The Company was a 
very simple one, and there was very little 
to be done in the way of management, 
particularly as the rent had only to be 
collected and the repair of the dock by the 
lessees seen to. 

‘Mr. Batrour proposed, and Mr. Fanw- 
amt seconded— @ 

‘That Messrs. A. J. Little and Miers 
Coryell act as Directors for the current year, 
and that they and the Provisional Directors 
accept remuneration for their services at the 
usual rate. 

Passed unanimously.

‘That a dividend at the rate of ten per cent, 
per annum be declared for the half-year

in front of the Rue Consulat. No increase in 
this branch of the working need therefore be 
looked for, unless the Municipality shall 
reconsider its former decision, to light only 
half the lamps on the Bund, and to suppress 
two lamps in the Rue Consulat, near the 
‘Ningpo Josshouse. 

‘The consumption in strect lighting has 
only been 62,158 cubic métres against 66,121 
the preceding year, a falling off which must 
be attributed to the decision come to by 
the Council not to light the streets until 
midnight during moon light (from the 11th to 
the 19th, inclusive, of each Chinese month.)

On, the other, hand; private consump: 
tion has increased considerably, although the 
number of consumers has not varied much, 
having been 66at the close of 1871 as compared 
‘with 74 at date of our Report. ‘The consump- 
tion reached at that period only four-fifths of 
that of the total sale, but we are happy to 
statenow exceedsitby aboutS,600cubicmétres, 
thanks to the new houses fitted during the 


r. 
‘As to the consumption among natives, 
we regret to be unable to announce any ad- 
‘vancement ; it has never caused an appreci- 
able increase in the Company's business. 
However, there is a slight augmentation to 
report in the number of Chinese consumers, 
of whom at the beginning of the year there 
were 5, while there are now 8." Notwith- 
standing all our efforts and all the facilities 
are given to the natives, whether in 
Teasing to them the fittings at the minimum 
and fixed price of $2 per burner, or in selling 
furnishings to them at a considerable abate- 
‘ment, and notwithstanding the reduction of 
17 to 15 cents per cubic ‘métre which the 
Directors have made in the price of gas, we 
have not been able to lead this portion of’ the 
community to appreciate the advantages of 
gaslighting, and begin to despair of doing so, 
for some time, 

‘The system of hiring furnishings has been, 
as formerly, applied to several Foreigners. 
In the number of contributors a diminution 
hhas to be reported, there being now 41 against 
53 in the year 1871. 

‘The following table, which gives the exact 
quantity of gas made, the “amount con- 
sumed and the loss by escapes, exhibits an 
augmentation in the proportion of the lat- 
ter, which wore in 1871 about 34 per cent and 
rise to 5} per cent in 1872, ‘This result ought 
to be considered very satisfactory, in view of 
the important operations which have been 
carried out at the Works, such as the placing 
of the new purifier arrived lately from Europe, 
the replacing of broken pipes and the re-

‘The Cmatnarax next called attention to 
Art, IX of the Company's Deed of Settle- 
ment, under which the Conseil d’Adminis- 
tration comprised five Directors elected by 
the shareholders, and one delegated by 
the Municipal Gouncil, raising the total 
number to six. It was not necessary 
to have so many, and it was found difficult 
in practico to get the full number, so many 
sharcholders were continually’ absent. 
The Board thought that thre Directors 
elected by the Shareholders, besides the 
one nominated by the Municipality, would 
be sufficient, and proposed that Article IX 
be modified to this effect. 

Mr. Viouren seconded the proposal, 
which was carried. 

Mr, Viovrrr next called attention to 
Art. X, which laid down that a Director 
must be proprietor of at least ten shares. 
‘Must he be the actual owner, or was it suf- 
ficient that he represented an owner of ten 
shares ? 

‘he Cuarnatax said it had always been 
the practice to recognise representation as 
sufficient. But he admitted that it would 
be more regular to alter the article so that 
this should be clearly expressed. 

Mr, Vicurer proposed then, and Mr. 
‘Vorstx seconded— 

‘That Art. IX be altered to read as follows : 
—* Tout Administrateur doit possoder ou re- 
presenter dix actions au moins.” —Carried. 

This concluded the business before the 
meeting, which broke up with the ysual 
compliment to the Chairman. 











‘THE CHINA TRADERS’ INSURANCE COMPANY. 


‘The annual general meeting of the China 
‘Traders’ Insurance Company took place in 
Hongkong on the 18th January, E. J. Sage, 
Bsq., in the chair. 

‘The Cuarnatan read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting, and the report and ac- 
counts were by unanimous consent taken 
as read. In laying them before the meet- 
ing, tho Chairman observed that it would 
be recollected that in February last year 
the Shareholders made an alteration in the 
distribution of the profits, and it was ina 
great measure to the action then taken that 
they had to attribute the gratifying results 
which they now saw for the year ending 
Sist October. The premia showed an 
amount of $95,691.41 more than the previ- 
ous year, although the first three months 











showed a decided falling off in business, 
‘The losses had beon larger than for the 

ear 1870-71, namely, $148,097.89 against 
$127,910.98." "The accounts for 1970-71 
had now been closed, with a debit of $274 
to last year. ‘Thero was a sum of $150,000 
for distribution ; of which 50,000 would be 





divided to shareholders, that is, at the rate 
of §250 per share ; $100,000 would be re- 
turned to contributors, being an amount of 
27 per cent, of the premia paid by them ; 
a sum of $31,488.55, or $157.44 per share, 
would be ‘carried to Reserve Fund, which 
would now be $255,988.55. ‘The Chairman 
then proposed that the report and accounts 
be passed. 

‘This was seconded by Mr. Dowss, and 
carried unanimously. 

‘Mr. Wexuer proposed, and Mr, Deacon 
seconded, that Messrs. H, J. Sago and M. 
W. Boyd be re-elected Directors, and Mr.

Auditors, Both propositions were carried 
unanimously, and the meeting separated 
with the usual compliment to the Chair.—

THE WOOSUNG DAR, 
To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Omma Henarp. 

Drax Sim,—In to-day’s issue of your 

aper you publish a table shewing’ the 
Repth, of water on the Woosung Bar at 
each high water, from Ist July to Slst 
December 1872, ‘and at foot the aver 
@epth of water each month. I would 
venture to ask you to insert this letter, 
Because these average depths are apt to 
mislead anyone who has not a practical 
Imowledgo of the subject, inasmuch as 
they aro based on both the day and the 
night tides. Now it is well-known that 
tho night tides, as a rule, are much higher 
than the day ‘tides, especially at neaps, 
but no benefit is derived by the deep 
draft shipping from this circumstance. 
because they are seldom able to get through 
tho junks at Woosung during the night, 
and never able to cross the Bar and come 
up the river at night without great 
risk, In September the average high tide

This fact speaks for itself, and shews 
that on the average of those 4 months 
there was not water for a vessel of 20 feet 
to cross the Bar. 

It must also be borne in mind jthat the 
raft of water now signalled is exact, and 
there is no margin. In former years there 
‘was not only more water signalled, but there 
was on an average 18 inches to 2 feet more 
water in the deepest channel over’ the Bar, 
than was hoisted at the signal staff. That 
is to say, in 1868/69, it frequently happened 
that, with 18 feet hoisted, vessels of 20 
feet came over the Bar without. touching, 
and with water tospare—now, with 18 feet 
signalled, there is that water exactly and 
not an inch more, Most of the old pilots 
know this, and yet thero.are people who 
say that there is the same water on the 
‘Bar now as there was years ago! Perhaps 
these “authorities” Will next tell us that

‘The portion of the table “Number of 
‘Tides of certain depths in each month,” is 
interesting, and to enable the question to 
be thoroughly understood, I hope such 
tables will be made public in future. 
“Truth” is, I fear, in a muddle about the 
A.M. and p.at, tides, as he seems not to un- 
derstand the difference between 4.x. and 
day, and P.xt, and night. I understand 
4.38, to be from midnight to noon and 
P.m. from noon to midnight; whilst in 
the present case day should be taken as 
the period of time between dawn and 
darkness. In “Truth’s” averages he has 
not eliminated the tides between midnight 
and dawn, as his letter would lead one to 
infer. ‘The table does not give the in- 
formation necessary to arrive at the average 
of the day tides, which would also be of 
interest. “Truth’s” average for the a.af, 
tides of November is 18 ft. 9 in., whilst I 
make it 19 ft. Lin, For October 19 ft. 
4 in, is given, where I should have been a 
little more liberal and given 19 ft. 5 in, 
as it is over 19 ft. 4} in. He is also not 

he states “that the 
draft of water now signalled is exact, and 
there is no margin.” ‘The signals only go 
by six inches, so if there is 19 ft. 5 in. of 
water on the bar only 19 ft, is hoisted. A 
captain of a mail steamer the other day 
critically examined the depth of water and 
told me that he found three inches more 
water than was signalled, in addition to the 
odd inches from one to five and seven to 
eleven ; i. ¢. he found 18 ft, hoisted till the 
water rose to 18 ft. 9in., when immediately 
18 ft. 6 in. was hoisted. “Truth’s” state- 
ment as to what happened in former years 
is incorrect ; sometimes there was too great 
a depth signalled and at other times too 
little. “I fearn from one or two of the 
oldest pilots that they 
much water on the 
over ten years ago, 

‘A careful recording of the actual depths 
of water over a series of years is the only 
way to arrive at a proper understanding of 
this Bar, and such is now evidently being 
done by the Customs authorities. 

Now, in reference to entering the Whang- 
poo at night, this is a point which must be 
left to the discretion of captains and pilots. 
‘That the entrance is practicable at night is 
proved by the fact of a few deep draft 
vessels, and a number of light draft ones 
having both entered and left the Whangpoo 
during the night. A deep draft steamer, 
‘upon application at the Customs Station, 
can have a special signal hoisted when 
Shere is suficlent mater for her to cross 
‘My experience is that there is ly, i 
ot always, a good, channel rough the 
junks, and at night with the bar lights, 
nothing except too little water and a fog

I feel sure Mr. Medhurst does not wish 
to inflict unnecessary hardship on any En- 
glishman, and perhaps he may be good 
enough fo reply to this. “My stay here 
may be only a few days, so it appears hard 
that on such a prospect I should be obliged 
to pay five dollars.

[The best answer to the question asked 
by our correspondent, is to quote the Order 
in Council on the ‘subject. “Nomad” 
will find from para.2 of the Order which we 
quote below, that he has a month’s grace, 
and from para, 3 that he has a further 
chance of excusing his failure, in case he do 
not comply within that limit, 

“114. “Every British subject residentin 
China or Japan, —being of the age of 21 
years or upwards,—or being married, or @ 
widower or widow, though under that age, 
—shall, in the month of January in the 
year 1866, and every subsequent year, re- 

ister himself or herself in a register to bo 
ept at the Consulate of the Consular dis- 
trict within which he or she resides. * * * 

Every British subject not go resident ar- 
riving at any place in China or Japan 
where a Consular Officer is maintained, 
unless borne on the muster roll of a British 
vessel thero arriving, shall within ono 
month after his or her arrival, rq 
himself or herself in a register to be kept 
at the Consular Office,—but so that no 
such person shall be required to register 
himself or herself more than once in 
year, reckoned from the Ist day of Janu- 











Any person failing so to register himeclf 
or herself, and not excusing his or her fnil- 
uro to the satisfaction- of the Consular 
Officer, shall not be entitled to be recog- 
nized or protected as a British subject in 
China or Japan, and shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding ten dollars for each 
instance of such failure. 

118. Every person shall on overy regis- 
tration of himself or herself pay a fee of 
such amount as one of Her Majesty's Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State from time to timo 
by order under his hand appoints, such 
amount either to be uniform for all persons, 
or to vary according to the circumstances 
of different classes, as the Secretary of 
State from time to time by such order 
directs.” —Ep.]

WEDNESDAY’S PAPER HUNT. 


‘The intermediate hunt fixed for Chinese 
New-Year’s day turned out a very pleasant 
and successful one, About thirty-five well 
appointed huntsmen, mounted according 
to their respective fancies on different spe- 
cimons of the much-enduring but quick- 
resenting China pony, were started by the 
‘Master from the Rifle Butts punctually at 
3.15 p.m, ‘The first jump being compara- 
tively an easy affair, the whole Hunt got 
over well together, and went away at a 
rattling pace in the direction of rather a 
wide creck, Here the leading members of 
tho Hunt being unable to clear the obstacle 
on account of its width, bravely plun; 
and those who came up afterwards, fin: 
on inquiry that the water was not. so col 
as might have been expected with the ther- 
mometer at freezing, followed suit. Of 
course thero was a general splash and 














scramble, and in many cases it seemed, 
whether from force of circumstances of 
mud, that some men of weight were obli 





to wait there longer than they cared for. 
After half an hour of some very heavy 
work over the deep cross rut and furrow 
which the Hongkew agriculturi 

particularly to aifect, the Stone Bridge was 
reached, but by about 15 ponies only, the 
rest having come to untimely grief at the 
various jumps on the way, owing to the 
bursting nature of therun, Having crossed 
the Bridge, somo of the knowing ones 
overran the paper and headed for the 
finish, but they were rather sold, as the 
wily foxes had doubled back. Soon a 
lively Tallyho ! in the direction of Batt’s 
Bungalow turned the field, and all whose 
cattle were fit dashed off at utmost speed. 
Tt was about this timo that the rider of

the ladies to grace the finish of next Satur- 
day’s hunt also. Spectators in general 
would do well not to bring troops of dogs 
to the finish. The practice is annoying 
to riders and not a little dangerous, 





SATURDAYS PAPER HUNT. 


With the brightest of days and the 
ground in excellent condition, a good meet 
was to be expected, and accordingly fully 
thirty riders were at the appointed place— 
Overweg’s Bungalow—at a quarter past 3 
o'clock ; lengthening days permitting a 
later start now than early in the season. 
‘Tho desire we expressed in our account of 
the New-Year’s Day Hunt, that that ran 
might be repeated on an afternoon when 
e tide suited, was gratified on this ocon- 
m ; and soon after the word “go” was 
given, we found ourselves clearing comfort- 
ably the tidal ditch which on that day 
gave everyone such a so: There were 
still however one or two places which re- 
quired a good run and a free jump to get 
quite over, and in one of these, just a mile 
or two from the start, several ponies stuck; 
but all of them succeeded in getting out 
and going on save tho Venerable Frater, 
who was left apostrophising his milk white 
steed and was seen no more of men. 

‘Tho winding course kept the pace mo- 
derate, but nevertheless, when the stone 
bridge’ leading over the big creek was 
reached, the tailing had made considerable 
gaps between the riders, and none required 
to wait for others. Between this point 
and the Sicawei creek, which was also 
crossed by a stone bridge, wo had some 
fencing, but none of the water jumps were 
at all trying, and the only excitement was 
caused by a gentleman from afloat, who, 
humying across the flat, for a moment 
or ‘two went a little’ faster than his 
pony, but collected himself together again 
none’ the worse for his somersault, 
Once clear of the orchards and vil 
which abound in the Pagoda country, the 
Hunt went on a good deal faster, and 
when the Shanghai sido of the Sleawei 
creck was reached, a few of the riders took 
the road home instead of further trying 
their fortunes a-field. A milo past this wo 
had a reasonable check, and when we got 
together, fully twenty riders were still to 
the fore.’ ‘The scent when found led across 
the road just beyond the Hermitage, where 
it took the same course as in several hunts 
this season, and we found ourselves on 
familiar ground. Between this and tho 
Fa-hwa line another break of a few hun- 
dred yards in the paper kept the leaders 
from Tuning every one else out of sight, 
and when the end of the line was reached 
there was still a good field within view. At 
this point it has been usual to go to’ the 
left, but the Foxes to-day went the op- 
posite way and struck some less known 
country. The pace was now put on as we 
were nearing home, but we found there was 
still a considerable distance to cover, 
with numerous good jumps, one of them 
a bogey place where half a dozen stuck 
fast for some time. From this point the 
order of the finish was pretty well pre- 
served; coming on to the Bubbling 
‘Well line, we gallopped home to the back of 
the Lawn, Mr. Bidwell on agriffin first and 
‘Mr. Williams on a grey second, taking the 
light and heavy prizes.

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‘THE REVELATIONS OF THE SPECTROSCOPE. 


Want of space has prevented us hitherto 
from giving s synopsis of Dr. Macgowan's 
interesting lecture, but we now do so, in the 
belief that a large proportion of our readers 
will gain something by its perusal. 

Noticing as a preliminary the nature of 
light, the lecturer remarked that it was 
formerly supposed to consist of very small 
particles, but this theory had been abandoned 
in favour of one which defined it as_a 
series of undulations in refined ether. He 
adverted to Newton’s ear is of light by 
‘means of the prism, but stat hat no more dis- 
coveries could be made in this direction, be- 
cause an imperfect aperture, a round hole, 
‘was used, which for optical reasons could not 
give aperfect spectrum. Early in the present 
‘century Wollaston experimented by a narrow 
slit, and the spectrum thus shown revealed 
the existence of numerous dark lines crossing 
thie spectrum which were long a study among 
physicists, till, some fifty years ago, a Ger- 
man optician, Fraunhofer, mapped them out 
to the number of about five hundred, and 
desi the principal ones by the letters 
of the alphabet, which are still employed in 
referring to them. Above two thousand of 
these lines are discernible by the microscoy 

‘The pyrotechine art depends for the m: 
nificence of its displays on the colors whiel 
certain metals give olf when reduced to vapor 
by heat, A further step was made in spec- 
trum analysis when these colored flames were 
examined ty the spectroscope. 

‘This instrament took. for its scope the 
spectrum, hence its designation. When used 
for microscopic purposes, it consisted merely 
of a prism attached to a microscope ; when for 
telescopic purposes, several prisms aro con- 
nected with the spectroscope. 

Light from burning metals, it was discovered, 
threw across the spectrum bands of bright and 
colored light ; each metal having one or more 
of these, though at the same time each metal 
had its own place in the spectrum. In this 
way the presence of any metal could be kuowa, « 
even in the minutest quantities, by marking the 

sition that it took in the spectrum. Soda, 
Rrexample, had a yellow band, (shown in the 
‘spectroscope on the table), lithium (also shown) 
liad a pink colored light above the yellow 
‘sodium one, and below this might be observed 
the double ‘bands of cobalt. ‘The extreme de- 
licacy of this mode of detecting the presence 
of a metal or alkalio was wonderful. “When a 
chemist by the ordinary means could detect 
the presence of a thousandth of a grain in 
amixture, he was considered a good mani- 
pulator, but by the spectroscope the 180- 
tuillionth of a grain of soda could thus be made 
‘The lithium here was 
supposed to exist in only four minerals, 
but now that the six-millionth of a grain 
could be detected, it was found that this motal 
was very widely ‘diffused, in plants, mineral 
waters, in tea, coffee, and tobacco. As China- 
men saved the hair shaved from their heads for 
fertilising soils which needed silex, so wo might 
some day husband the ashes of ur pipes for 
the lithium that tho arts might require ! 

‘After the examination of overy known 
substance, some coloured bands wore des 
cried by Bunsen in the spectrum which had 
not hitherto beon seen. Bunsen had beon ox- 
perimenting on the waters from a mineral 
‘spring ; he evaported 40 tons, and thus ob- 
Hned 200 grains of the new metals, Rubium 
and Caesium. ‘These were found in many 
mineral waters, the Vichy that some of 
those present might have been taking being of 
the number. It might turn out that the 
healing qualities of these waters were due 
to the presence of these metals, and that they 
might be able some day to use them in the form 
of pill. In this way iodine had supplanted 
the use of burnt sponge ; Dr. Lugal, soon after 
the discovery that iodine was found in sponge, 
conjectured that the virtues of the sp. 
were due to the presence of its iodine, and 
was right. 

‘The spectroscope also revealed such organto 
matters as the coloring principles of 
‘and vegetables, Blood, for example, exhibited 
on the spectrum a pecoliar line, so that the 
smallest portion could be detected ; guilt 
might thus be made manifest, doubt dispelled, 
or innocence established. ‘A drop of blood. 
that had stained a bit of cloth was sub- 
mitted above twenty years afterwards to the 
spectroscope, which demonstrated its presence 
beyond the possibility of a doubt. The spec- 
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troscopo in like manner enabled the detection 
of adulterations in food and drink. In the 
arts it was variously applied, notably in the 
manufacture of steel by the Bessemer pro- 
cess. There was a stage in this operation, of 
about 10 seconds duration, which only ‘the 
most experienced eye could detect ; five se- 
conds too eatly or five seconds too Inte would 
prove destructive to the operation, but as 
that stage of the process was shown by certain 
Iines on the spectrum, the spectroscope 
enabled any observer to discover the point in 
question, that is the second of time when the 
Blast should be turned off. ‘The observer might 
be miles away, and if provided with tele- 
graphic applianées could order the Last to be 
turned off just in the nick of time. 

‘Pwo other metals had been discovered, and 
ag no more were to be found, the inference 
was that all the metalshad already been made 
known, 

So much in brief for the inexhaustible sub- 
ject of terrestrial chemistry as studied by the 
spectroscope. He would now turn to the dis- 
coveries in celestial chemistry. By an in; 
nious contrivanes, the spectium of the sun 
and that of luminous metals could be shown 
at the same time, which disclosed remarkable 
coincidences between the two spectra—the 
colored lines of various metals correspond- 
ing with the dark lines of the solar spec- 
trum. For example, the line of luminous 
soda corresponded exactly with a dark line 
called D, the lithium line with a dark line 
above the soda, and the two lines of cobalt 
‘wore confronted with two dark lines, and so 
‘of every metal when properly placed—the 
dark lines of the solar spectrum seemed 
to stand end on end with each other. He 
now proceeded to the explanation of ‘these 
coincidences. If while the small flame of a 
spirit lamp was burning a little soda, they 











placed beyond it a hydro-oxygen or other 
strong light, and burnt soda in that, the 
yellow soda ‘line would disappear from the

‘spectrum, the dark line of the 








solar spectrum having taken its plac, Hore 
was.a law, on the discovery of which their 
Knowledge of the Chemistry of the heavenly 


bodies depended, Each color was opaque 
to its own rays, or, in other words, yellow 
absorbed yellow, green absorbed green, and so 
on, They coul that the dark lines of 
the solar spectrum were merely tho reverted 
ines of metals in the sun which were in a 
stato of vapour. ‘Thus, they knew that soda 
and iron, for example, ‘were luminous there, 
because the spaces which belonged to these 
metals were dark, so they could arrive at the 
Knowledge that many other metals existed 
in the sun’s simoaphere ‘or photosphere, an 
‘ocean of flame five thousand miles deep. ‘The 
Jines thrown on the spectrum by other suns 
or fixed stars than theirs were to some extent 
the samo and to some extent different, which 
showed the common presence of certain me 
tals, and also that to a certain extent the 
chemical constitution of remote systems was 
Gifferent from ours, Having instanced several 
of these, Dr. MacGowan wound up with a 
reference to the tendency of modern science, 
which he characterised as biological or relating 
to life, and abiological, or that which related to 
matter. Modern investigation, he admitted, 
tended to promote materialism, and modern 
thought was bent towards atheism. But all 
their investigation could not lead to the belief 
that thought was a secretion of the brain as 
gall was of the liver, or that when those 
rains perished, their thoughts, their affec- 
tions, and even love itself also died—that 
they’ had nothing hereafter—the world no 
Creator and its people no' Eternal Father. 
Such reasoning was almost enough to deter 
the boliever from scientific. research; but they 
might fearlessly pursue it, resting assured 
that as it proceeded truth would prevail. For

‘This cause was commenced by a i 
tho action book whereby the ‘proctor for the 





promovents required the arrest of the steam- 
ship Phase, and the citation of all persons hav- 
ing any interest therein to appear on the sixth 
day aiter the arrest, to answer to the owner 
of the junk, the Loong Sux, and the owners of 
‘the cargo lately laden on board of her, and her 
master and crew, in a cause of damage civil 
and maritime, the action being limited to a 
claim for $6,000. Having regard to official 
correspondence in reference to a former case, 
the Registrar very properly refused to issue 
fhe usual warrant of arrest against the slip. 

e proctor of La Compagnie des Messageries 
Maritimes, -as owners of the Phase, appeared. 
for that Company under protest to ‘the juris 
diction of this Court on two grounds, tat 
to say:—(I.) ‘That the place where the colli- 
sion in question took place was in a narrow 
channel on the Canton river, near the Wham- 
pon Bar, distant between 50 and 60 miles from 
‘the mouth of that river, within the territor 
of the Emperor of China, and not on the hi 
seas. It was admitted that the place of the 
collision was below Whampoa, and at the 
distance from the sea as stated. (2.) The 
protest claimed exemption from the juris 
tion of the Court over the vessel on the ground 
that she is to be treated as a French vessel of 
war under Article 5 of the Convention be- 
tween Her Majesty and the Emperor of the 
French of the 24th September, 1856, which 
article is in the following terms in its English 
version -— 

“When the packets employed by the British 
Post-Ofice or by the French Fost Oiice in exe- 
ution of Articles I. and II. of the present con- 
vention are national vessels, the property of 
Government, or vessels chartered or subsidized 
by Government, they shall be considered and 
treated as vessels of war, in the ports of the 
two countries at which they regularly or acci- 
dentally touch, and be there entitled to the 
same honours and privileges. 

“These packets shall be exempted in the 
said ports, as well upon their entrance as w 
their departure, from all tonnage, navigation, 
and port di however, the ves- 
sels freighted by Government, 
which must pay such dues in those ports 
where they are levied on bebalf of corporations, 
private companies, or individuals. 

“They shall not on any account be diverted 
from their especial duty, or be liable to seizure, 
detention, embargo, or arret de Prince. 

‘The parties entered into the following ad- 
mnissions for the purposes of the argument be- 
fore me, (L). Phat the tide cbs and flows 
at the place where the alleged collision, the 
subject of this action, occurred. (2.) ‘That 
at the time of the bringing of this action the 
steamship Phas, in the title hereof named, 
was in the harbour of Hongkong, and within 
the jurisdiction of this honorable Court. (3. 
‘That a certain Convention or Treaty entere 
into by Her Majesty the Quecn with His late 
Majesty the Emperor of the French, signed at 
Paris the 24th day of September, 1856, as pub- 
ished in the Government Gazette of Hongkong, 
of the 28th day of December, 1872, is now, and 
was at the time of the said collision, in full 
force and effect. (4.) ‘That the said steamship 
Phase, as alleged in the Impugnants’ Act on 
Protest, is, and was at the time of the insti- 
tation of this cause, one of the packets ‘em- 
ployed by the French Post Office in exeeu- 
tion of Articles 1 and 2 of the said Conven- 
tion, and is subsidised by the French Govern- 
ment. ‘The two grounds of protest were ar- 
{Pied before me on the 17Eh instant and T 

jieve that all the authorities applicable 
were cited. ‘The first ground of objection was 
that the place of collision was beyond the ju- 
risdiction of this Court. Under the circum- 
stances, Ido not think it nec: to give 
‘any opinion on that point. On the second 
ground of protest to the jurisdiction, Iam of 
opinion that upon the admissions the Phase 
isa vessel within the 5th Article of the Postal 
Convention, and that in this port, being a 
port within a Crown Colony, it is not on any 
account liable to seizure by virtue of any 
process issuing ont of this Court. ‘The pro- 
test must therefore be allowed. This is the 
first time that the question has been formally 
decided by this Court, and therefore there 
must be no costs.

SAVING FORTY CHINESE AT SEA. 
(Daily Press.) 

‘The Dutch (German owned) barque Hun- 
singo, Captain August von Appen, left Na- 
gasaki for London on the 2nd January, with 
‘@ general cargo. From the 3rd to 6th, she 
encountered a storm from S.W. On the 
morning of tho 6th, perceived signals of dis- 
tress from a junk, and steered for same, 
Found the junk disabled, and with loss of 
rudder ; 27.1 Iat., 123.10 long. ‘The men on 
board the junk begged to be saved, and after 
‘a groat deal of trouble the captain sueceeded 
in getting 40 Chinese from the wreck on board 
the barque. Unfortunately, four men were 
drowned in the attempt at’ saving, as the 





Chinese had to be hauled by lines on board, 
and the men were so excited that they jumped 
partly into the sea to be saved by swimming, 
but failed to reach the barque on account of 
the heavy sea running. The junk ay 

to be fall of cargo, but nothing could be done 
to save her. At 1 p.m. the Hunsingo pro- 
ceeded on her voyage, providing a8 good food 
and shelter for the Chinese as possible. No- 
body being able to understand Chinese, named. 
several ports on the coast to them, and found 
that they understood Amoy.

Several dead men were lying on deck, 
and the rest looked very exhausted and weak, 
and§ some of them unable to move. Capt, 
von Appen succeeded, after a while, in gotting 
all mon on board, bué one. died after’ being a 
few hours on board his vessel, and one next 
morning from exhaustion, althoughthegreatest 
care was taken to provide them with suit- 
able food, hot tea, and other stimulants. 
‘After two days sailing the vessel put into 
Hakodate, the Japanese authorities taking a 
‘once charge of all men, and sending eleven 
into hospital. The fullest enquiries were 
made as to the different conditions of the 
men, the junkinen looking somewhat better 
than those who had come off to assist the 
disabled junk. Explanations wore noted that 
the captain and crew were German, and the 
vessel, although under Dutch colours, owned 
by the German Underwriters. ‘The Captain
